As the Petition of the Crercy, &c. for a repeal of the 
THirTY-Nine Articies, has been a fubjett of much 
Speculation in England as well as America, we now offer 
our Readers faid Petition with the Debates in the House 
or ComMMons thereon, not doubting but it will be acceptable 


to many of them.

The following is an exact copy of the petition of the CrerR- 
cy, &c. relative to fubfcription to the Thirty-Nine 
articles, offered on Friday laft to the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

To the Honourable the Houfe of Commons of Great- 
Britain, in Parliament affembled, 

The humble petition of certain of the Crercy of the 
Church of England, and of certain of the two Pro- 
feffions of civil Law and Phyfick and others, whofe names 
are hereunto {fubfcribed. 


Sheweth, 


Ii AT your petitioners apprehend thmefelves to have cer- 


tain rights and priviledges which they hold of Gop only, 
and 
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and which are fubjeé&t to his authority alone. Thot of this kind 
is the free exercife of their own reafon and judgment, whereby 
they have been brought to, and confirmed in the belief of the 
Chrifiian religion, as it is contained in the holy fcriptures. That 
they efteem it a great blefling to live under a conftitution, which 
in its original principles enfures to them the full and free profeffion 
Of their Fith, having afferted the authority and fufficiency of holy 
{criptures in—** All things: necceflary to falvation ; fo that whatfo- 
“‘ ever is not read therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to 
** be required of any man that it fhould be believed as an article 
“‘of the faith, or be thought requifite or neeffary to falvation.” 
That your petitioners do conceive that they!have a natural right, 
and are alfo warrented by thofe original principles of a reformati- 
on from popery, on which the church of England is conttituted, 
to judge in fearching the {criptures each man for himfelf, what 
may or may not be proved thereby. That they find themfelves 
however in great meafure preluded the enjoyment of this invalua- 
ble privilege by the laws relating to fubfcription ; whereby your 
petitioners are required to ackuowlege certain articles and confeffi- 
oas of faith and dotrine, drawn up by fallible men, to be all and 
every of them agreeable to faid fcriptures. Your petitioners there- 
fore pray, that they may be re'ieved from fuch an impofition upon 
their judgment, and be reftored to there undoubted right as Pro- 
teftants of interpreting fcripture for themfelves, without be- 
ing bound by any human explication thereof, or repuired to ac- 
knowledge by fubfcription or declaration the truth of any formu- 
lary of religious faith and doctrine whatfoever, befide holy fcrip- 


ture itfelf. 


That your petitioners not only are themfelves aggrieved by fub- 
fcription, 3s now required, (which they cannot but confider as an 
encroachment on their right competant to them both as men and as 
members of a Proteftant eftablifhment) but with much grief and 
concern apprehend it to be a great hindrance to the fpreading of 
Chrift’s true religion. _ As it tends to preclude, at leaft to difcour- 
age further enquiry into the fenfe of {cripture, to divide comuniong, 
and caufe mutual diflike between fellow proteftants. As it gives 
a handle to unbelievers to reproach and vilify the clergy, by repre- 
fenting them (when they oblerve there diverfity of opinion touch- 
ing thofe very articles which were agreed upon for the fake of a- 
voiding diverfities of opinion) as guilty of prevarication, and 
of accommodating their faith to Jucrative views or political 
confideration. As it affords to Papifts and others difaffeéted to

IR W——m M——th faid he had a petition put into his 
hands highly deferving of confideration, as it conplain- 
ed of a grievance, of almoit touching, a grievance that hurt 
the confcience, That licentioufnefs in the chnrch was the ua- 
avoidable confequence of figning affent to that which was re- 
pugnant to common fenfe, which the petition was calculated 
to remove ; and therefore moved to bring up the petition. 
Sir Rawr N-wd--te faid it was neceflary the mover thou!d 
read the petition. 
Sir Wmn—~ M—~th read it. 


Sit R—r N-wd---te faid it was a nullity, unlefs feconded, ” 


Mr. T----s P--tt feconded it- 

Sir R---r N-wd---te objeéted to receiving a petition fiom 
perfons who themfelves had done that which they reprefent- 
ed to be wrong, and wanted to undo: That the prayer of she 
petition undermined the church, which was fo connected sith 
the ftate, that they mult fall together ; “hat it was nugacory, 
for the King had {worn not to alter religiomjand this ateration 
could not take effect unlefs he concurred ; That the irrever- 
fibility of the act of union made it impoffible, which at his 
motion was read. 

Mr S--nl-y faid, that,as a lenient meafure he had no objection 
to its being brought to the table; but he could never con- 
fent to proceed on it, fince it muft be the deftrudtion of the 
eftablifhed church; ‘That it was ao new thing to alter religion, 
but that this was a propofal entirely to deitroy it : That the 
petitioners were like men, who told another, that they would 
come and live wish him,but as a previous ftep he muft firft pull 
Gown his houfe: Whereas if they had only defired him to 
alter the door, it might poffibly be more convenient : ‘hit 
he was a friend to toleration, and had himfelf a fortieth ar- 
ticle, which he valued as much, or more then ail the rei—the 
peace of the publick. 

Mr. B--ne faid he wasa friend to religious liberty, but did 
net think that fypported, or likely to be fupporied, by com- 
plying with the petition. 

Mr. F--x M---ce faid that the petitioners were followers of 
an heterodox teacher ; ‘That the confeffional was their creed, 
outcf which he read many paflages to prove they only wanted 
to enjoy the emolument of the church. He aSufed the author 
as avaricious, hypocritical, and as a bad writer; That the 
Univerfities, if aggrieved, could relieve themfelves 5 quoted 
Blackftone to prove the doubis about altering forms in reli- 
gion, and concluded with afferting that the petitioners denied 
the Divinity of Chrift. 

LordG-- ge G---~-ne faid, to his own knowledge, the petiti- 
oners did not deny the Divinity of Chrit; that it was a la- 
mentable thought to him, that if he feat his fon to the Uni- 
verfity at 16, he muft fubfcribe his thorough affent to thar, 
which himfelf at fixty was fo far from being able toteach him, 
that he actually could not underftand it himfelf: That the 
people have a right to petition, and that it was indecent in their 
reprefentative to talk of the fewnefs of thofe who had fubferi- 
ted ; thatthe merits, and not the numbers, cught to be the 
ebjedts of their confideration. ; 

Lord F----ne faid, that the arguments or fub{cription, af- 
fetted only the clergy : That others might, without danger, 
be relieved from a requifition which fome thought exception- 
able 3 others, unneceflary or indifferent - ‘Phat asto the cler- 
gy, fomething more than a bare afleot to feripiure was neve! 
lary, otherwife all fects who admitted fcripture were equally 
ef.ablithed : That fome te& was :equired in al) focieties » hat- 
never, and that, according to the petition, every Maa was now 
\lowed to interpret fcripture for himelf, but hoped the law 
ver would permit him to interpret is for others. 


Mi. Z-.--; P tt defended the petitioners characters ; faid, 
that the petition defired mo:leration and indulgence of con« 
fcience, which was the effence of the Chriftian religion. 
Mr. F -nk---m faid, that the Univesfities could alter their ow 
articles; That Oxford had lately done fo in the inftance o 
voters, which even determined the qualifications of voters for 
Members of Parliament : That the articles were the fy mbol of 


“the church of England, and that every fociety had aright to 


infift on an ackaowledgyment from perfons to be admitted into 

it of their affznt to its opinions ; That he was not io abfurd, 

as to (uppofe fupreme power was not always refident in the lee 

piflative body, aad confequently that the ac of union was fub- 

je&t to alterations, but that the peculiar folemnity of that a@& 

made neceffary to jultify th: repeal of it, reafons of the great- 

eft weight: That it was notorious, how proceedings of this 

kind had proved fatal in the laft century ¢ That formerly the 
majority of the Houfe of Commons confifted of men who went 
by the cant term of Church of England ; and at prefent, the 
people at large were of that eftablifhment, becaufe the majoe. 
rity of the Houfe were fo. 

Lord 7--2 C.---./h faid,he wished the petition to be broughe 
up and examined with temper: That the beft method would 
be to inform his Majefly a petition of this kind had been re- 
ceived, and praying him to refer it to the confideration of the 
Bithors, or {elect body of Divines, or to convocation : Thee 
the Houfe was not fenfzlefs, but could judge of the intelligi~ 
bility of the articles ; That many of them were abfurd and he~ 
téredox, and had no other effect than giviog opportunity of 
entrance to men who would fubfcribe to any thing : That it 
was fhocking to fee young men unable to judge, and who, 
when they had once given their affent, would be afhamed to 
recant, forced to fubicribe to that which they neither then 
could, nor ever would be able to underitand, 

Lord N--b faid, that his fit intention was, out of complai-, 
fance to the fublcribers, and refpedt to their plea of confcience, 
to have admitied the petition, and to have poltponed the con- 
fideration of it for fix months; That he never would coniene 
to 1e/ive flames either civil or ecclefisflical : That he withed 
never torroceed,in thatHouf at leaft,to che difcuffion of ortho. 
doxy ; That the act of union was a pledge between the two 
nations, now happily united, hardly ever to be altered, bus 
yet from the fi ft rules of leg Jation, liable to alteration : That 
the petition prayed the eflablifhment of fearits : That it 
was not jul to refign our polts, and thofe advaniages which 
the law had granted co the regular chureh, in favour of thofe 
who withed, or at beft (for he thought they might be confci- 
entious) acted as if they wifhed to have no eltablifhed church 
at aj! : That the concudt of the petitioners was not at all ex 
ceptionable as confciertious men, evrn though they now dif- 
approved of the arricle’,for they might have approved of them, 
at the time they faid they did ; but from any thing in the pes 
tition,they might now approve of them, be themfelves willing 
if required, to fign them, and yet defirons to make the ens 
trance into the church more cafy for others ¢ That publick or 
private liberaliry had endowed churches, &c. for the fupport 
of members of the prefent eftablifhment : That all teachers 
had their tenets, which they expe&ted to be received by their 
adherents ; That for the fake of peace he would notinter- 
meddle with the articles : That as the refule of political cons 
fufien is defpotifm, fo that of ecclefiailical is fuperflition, and 
anintollalle puide. 

Mr. Te--5 Seesees d faid, that he was ent ely arainft offers 
ing any afiront to the petitioners ; that they were refpeable 
tiem protefiion, as well as ples, and that he never could admit 
the ireverfibility of the adt of unioa. 

Me, Be--d Boke aid, that the Houle cf Commons was 
competent io judge of any matter relative tolaw ; that the ara 
ycie» were to be maintsined, or fome other method of fixing 








Heciples in thofe who were to be publick teachers, fettled : 
That he was againft innovations in religious matters ; that 
had he lived when the direGory was going to be eftablithed, 
he thould have been for preferving the common prayer; had 
he lived whea the common prayer was re-efablifhed, he 
Should have fupported the direftory ¢ That each of them was 
confonant to the Chriftian religion; and though prefcribing 
different forms, yet as the difference was only in forms, aad 
not in effeutials, he would have maintained which ever was in 
force ; That the petiion Rated no exception againft the fub- 
fifting articles ; That the right of private judgment was what 
the petitioners at prefent enjoyed, and it was ridiculous to 
call that the exercife of private judgment for which they pe- 
tisioned ; that orders inthe church, without a rule of doc- 
trine, was perfect tyranny ; That all governments had a 
right to conftitute the feveral orders of its fubjects as it is 
pleafed ; and coafequently could the priethood: That in the 
Jewith ftate it was he editary : That the members of the 
church were to fo low prelcribed forms, to which themfelves 
had affented, nct, as had been afferted, the opinion of the Bi- 
fhop who ordained them; That in che latter cafe, how dif- 
tredling would it be to a clergyman ordained at Ely, to be 
bencficed in the diocefe of Chefter, and be afterwards removed 
to Gloucefterthire ! that the petition defired for the future af- 
fent only to fcripture, without defining what fciipturc was ; 
‘That very many parts of the Bible had been excepted again& 
by many perfons, and in many ages ; Agaio, that it did not 
Mate whether {cripture fhould be underflood literally or figu- 
vatively ; That if che latter method of interpretation were 
allowed, he would undertake to prove tranfabftantiation, and 
other doftrines equally abfurd ; That acafe that might very 
probably happen, if the petition were granted, where a per- 
fon, by a feries of confcientious minifters, might never be able 
to arrive at Chriftian baptifm, 

Sir G---e S---/e faid, that in many inftances the intention, 
which perfons affedted, of defending the honour of God, and 
fuch capreffions, weve little leis than blafphemy : That the 
articles were formed contrary to Chrill’s do&trine, who faid, 
** He that is not againft us is for us,” and were repugnant in 
many doctrinal parts, to his woid, and particularly where he 
recommends to his difciples an imitation of the Samaritan 
(who rejc&ted Jewith and Chriitian fa&:) whereas the articles 
declares fuch actions as the Samaritans to have in them the 
waiure of fio, 

Mr, C---s F-x faid, he was again rejeQing the petision if 
it was meant asa method of fhewing contem,rt, but fhould be 
apaintt receiving it, a3 a receptioa would be a kind of engage- 
ment to proceed, which he hoped would not be done ; That 
the articles favoured Chriflian charity, but taught fuch myf- 
teries, as Ought not to be forced down the throats of young 
perfons ; That ia Oxford, where the oaths of fupremacy and 
allegiance cou!d not be cdminiftered before 16, an affent to the 
articles was required by ftatute, however young the perfon was 
admitted ; That he hoped the Univerfity would, as he found 
they could, relieve ia that particular, and that a minifter who 
would fubfcribe the articles, aod afterwards preach againt 
them, would make little impreffiion on his audience. 

Mr. S-cub---ge faid, that the articles were fo ilrikingly ab- 
furd, he withea them to be read, and would read thes him- 
felf; but having gone through a few of them, declared he 
po not attempt co expofe (nem further than they did theme 
elves. 


Mr. R----- d § ---n faid, the articles were too abfurd to be 
defended. 
Mr. D-----. g faid, the fub{cription to articles were indefen- 


fidle, they were fo palpably ricicu'ous 5 that he never would 
ad:ife the King to confult the Convocaiiun, or any aflembly, 
but his Parliament 

Mr. J’ ---s P-t# read a quotation from Bifhop Burnet to 
prove the inexpediency cf all creeds that were complicated, in 
which he concludes wih faying, that of the church of Eng. 
Jand was complicated ; faid, that he had heard no arpumeut 
urged againit the petition, thas would mot impeach the refor- 
mation. 

Mr. if «-e-e-one faid, he was furprized to hear a doubt of 
the rigkt to alter the union att, when it was al.cady altered 
both as to the English and Scotch church ; the former, by the 
a& againf occafional conformity, the later by the act which 
deftroyed eleStive patroneges: That he thoughe the petition 
Ought not to be complied with, bur fhould vote for receiving 
it, for that at prefent it was not before the houfe, and he did 
not regular'y know the prayer; That the Univerfities which 
were to prepare them for all the learned profeffiions, and to 
make perfons fit members of parliament, ought to be under 
patliamentary cognizance, if they did sot take care to reform 
themfelves ; and that they could not conceive but a 1 refcripti- 
on was equally efficatious, and proper to be fullowed, whether 
the phyfician had figned the articles, or not. 

Dr. Hy-y faid, that the fubferipiion to chearticles of matricuz 
Jation in theUniverfities was improper, and onght to be, and he 





hoped would be temedied, but not by the interference of pir. 
liament, if theUniverfitiee could do it themfelves. That the 
petition fhould have been prefented to the Lords, with whom 
all clerical matters begin, as divorces &c. not that he doubied 
the Houfe’s right to originate any matter chat it pleafed, but 
— amongit them there were fpecial gauidians of the 
church. 

Mr. Co—«r faid, the petition was before the Houfe fufficis 
ently, that it muft be rejected, becawfe that it removed the pil- 
Jers of the church, without fubftituting any other fapport. 

Sir W——m M——th faid, he did not expe& to hear that 
objection, which amounted to a cenfure on the modefty of the 
petitioners, who did not prefume to di@tate ; that the articles 
taught as divine, not only what were not the attributes of Ged, 
but muft be parcularly the attribuces of the Devil, if we fup- 
pofe the Devil the moft unjuft of beings :; That the articles 
were a nototious falhhood : That no Minifter would defend 
the doctrines of them ina {trict gramatical fenfe, before his 
parifh « that he repented his candour in opening the petiiion g 
That the fcheme a&, which alters, is fubfequent to the Union ; 
That underftanding the articles of fubfeiption in another fenfe, 
than was intended by the compilers, and is frilly gramati- 
cal, is mere hypocrify : That Bithops Burnet and Hoadly were 
arrant hypocrises, in allowing every man to unde:ftand them 
as he pleafed, and fub/cribe in his own fenfe, aod that the Me- 
thodifts are the only true church of England-men, and that he 
himfelf would fub{eribe, if the novle Lord would prove, as he 
afferted their conformity to fctipture. 

Lord N—ih denied faying the articles were conformable ta 
{cripture. 

Sir H—y H——n faid, he was happy in the free exercife of 
his own opinion, aod wilhed every one the fame happinefs.
